Insurance by the United States 


porters from loss due to possible 
revolution or war in the countries 
to which they export goods, will be 
the principal question to be discuss- 
ed at a meeting of financiers, rep- 
resentatives of the war finance cor- 
poration and of the Federal [nter- 
national Banking corporation, and 
prominent cotton exporters, to be 
held today in this city.

The plan to have the government 
guarantee American exporters is be- 
lieved to strike at the roots of the 
principal objection to exportation of 
American goods.

“Low-down, Half Baked 
Preachers” Are Assailed 
by Rev. C. A. Shuler. 


In a vigorous criticism of modern 
ministers who depart from the old- 
fashioned doctrine of the burning 
hell, Rev. C. A. Shuler, of Jackson- 
ville, Fla.. last night made the fol- 
lowing statement at Central Bap- 
tist church, where he has been con- 
ducting a revival meeting for two 
weeks: 

“The trouble with the world to- 
day is the low-down half-baked 
preachers who refuse to preach the 
word of God. They should be run 
out of the pulpit; they are traitors 
to their cause!’ 

The minister also took the oppor- 
tunity to score the ministers who, 
in their higher criticism of the 
scriptures, have sought to indicate 
other means of salvation than the 
orthodox one of redemption through 
the blood of Christ. 

“If there should be any possible

The sermon of Rev. Shuler was} 
delivered after the baptising of 
about 30 candidates, the largest 
class that has so far been given 
the sacrement in the new building 
of the Centra] Baptist church on 
Cooper street.

GOVERNOR TO URGE 
LEGAL BARRIERS 
TO CURB PEONAGE 


In Final Message to Legis- 
lature He Will Recom- 
mend More Stringent 
Laws on Statute Books. 


FAVORS BUDGET SYSTEM

Governor Hugh M. Dorsey’s final 
message to the general assembly, 
recommending an investigation of 
racial conditions in Georgia; the 
passage of proper legislation to 
relieve the situation; the adoption 
of an improved budget system and 
necessary amendments to the 
state’s tax laws, will be one of the 
most far-reaching importance and 
subject to more comment than any 
such communication delivered in re- 
cent years. 

While the gevernor has given no 
official forecast of his recommen- 
dations to the law-makers, he has 
frequently stated his position on 
the vital tissues confronting the 
state at present. Relative to peon- 
age conditions in Georgia, he has 
been especially active, taking a 
leading part in the campaign to 
bring to an end ail such viola- 
tions and cruelty to blacks. 

His recommendations regarding 
the improved budget system wiil 
likely follow those of his first 
term as chief executive. In. this 
respect, it ig believed he will urge 
that the assembly amend the pres- 
ent budget and efficincy law so 
as to require a two-thirds majority 
of either house to over-rule and 
imcrease a recommendation of the 
cOmmission in regard to any de- 
partment’s appropriation. 

The present budget and efficiency 
commission is composed of the 
governor, the chairman of the ways 
and means committee of the house, 
the chairman of the finance com- 
mittee of the senate and several 
other state house officials. As the 
law now stands, the recommenda- 
tions of this body, which meets dur- 
ing May of each year to study 
financial and other needs of the 
various departments, may be easily 
over-ruled and appropriations in- 
creased.

Thus the ¢om- 
mission finally has decided that it 
has sufficient jurisdiction to take 
up the long-standing complaints by 
various users of steel products and 
others against the alleged use by 
the corporation of the device known 
as “the Pittsburg plus-price.” 

It was announced, however, that 
the commission had divided three 
to two, Chairman Thompson and 
Commissioners Polfard and Nugent 
voting for issuance of the complaint 
and Commissioners Gaskell and 
Murdock dissenting. 

The steel corporation and its sub- 
sidiaries are given thirty days or

Safeguarding the lives and property 
of Americans in his country. assur- 
ing resposipility in international 
agreements and agreeng to.an in- 
ternational court to arbitrate the 
Claims held against her for the 
rethless Sacrifice of American lives 
agd property during the revolution, 
is also known. It is not improbable 
therefore that the “Mexican prob- 
can be 
the next few weeks 
Carranza Constitution. 

It must not be overlooked, how- 
ever, that despite Obregon’s strong 
«, peal te the United States, and his 
apparent purpose to rehabilitate the 
industrial life of Mexico through a 
friendly contact with his big neigh- 
bur to the north, the Carranza con- 
Stitution is still in effect in that 
country, and even the Obregon gov- 
erament of this day jis functioning 
under it, as it must tntil it is re- 
pealed. 

Under the Carranza constitution, 
ermmacted by a strict Carranza mili- 
tary tribunal, be it known that an 
American citizen is practically de- 
prived of everything but the right 
to die. Under it an American citi- 
zen is deprived of the right hereto- 
fore enjoyed of acquiring land. He 
must now, in each case, ask permis- 
sion from the president or governor, 
depending on the location of the 
land; the executive may arbitrarily 
€rant or deny permission. He must 
also file with the Mexican depart- 
ment of foreign affairs a waiver of 
his citizenship with respect to such 
land, that is, he must renounce his 
right to appeal to his government 
for protection, under penalty of for- 
feiture of his property if he should 
violate this undertaking. 

In the case of non-urban land, if 
arm American citizen should succeed 
in securing a permit, his right to 
purchase and retain the property 
will still be subject to a program 
of socialistic legislation in the sev- 
eral states which attaches to tities 
such insecurity as to affect materi- 
ally the value of his holdings. 

Near Frontiers 

Whether urban or non-urban, un- 
der no conditions may an American 
citizen acquire real property within 
sixty miles of the land frontiers of 
Mexico and within thirty miles of 
either coast. These zones comprise 
about forty per eent of the area 
of the Mexican republic, and 
cludes some of the most desirable 
land in Mexico and the land which 
American citizens would most nat- 
urally wish to purchase. The effect 
of this prohibition, for example. 
to prevent an American from pur- 
chasing rea] estate in the Tampico 
oil field and in the other prospec- 
tive fields along the entire coast of 
the.Gulf of Mexico. 

An American corporation may no 
longer ecquire title to real property 
in Mexico. 

American citizens may no longer 
to agricultural land 
through a Mexican corporation. It 
is generally believed that by im- 
plication, grazing lands are also in- 
in this prohibition. This 
provision effectively put an €end to 
colonization and the purchase by 
Americans of smal! farms in Mexi- 
co, and such was the design of the 
framers of the constitution. 

The Carranza _ constitution pro- 
vides for the confiscation of the oil- 
bearing subsoil of properties own- 
ed or leased. by American citizens 
in accordance with previous Mexi- 
can law. This affects thousands 
of Americans of smal! means who 
own land in fee throughout the re-

EDUCATIONAL WEEK.

They are entitled to the highest 
commendation, and to the gratitude 
and hearty co-operation of every 
community and every citizen of 
Georgia. 

As for Atlanta, it should consider 
it a real honor to be host city 
to such an assemblage of citizens, 
among them being distinguished 
educational enthusiasts of other 
States, beside the leading school 
workers of Georgia. 

This will be the first time in ten 
years that the Georgia Educational 
vssociation hag held its annual con- 
vention in Atlanta, and the first 
time in the history of the Georgia 
school system that all the forces 
to be represented in Atlanta dur- 
ing “Educational Week” have held 
their conventions simultaneously 
in the same city.

Chicago, April 29.—Sharply higher 
prices for wheat today resulted from 
general buying based largely on the 
scantiness of the stock here avail- 
able for delivery on contracts. The 
market closed unsettled at 1 1-2 to

1.30 1-4 to 1.30 1-2 and July 1.06 3-4 
to 1.07 1-4.

Total Values, 

The value of seed is approxi- 
mately 17.06 per cent of the value of 
the bale of lint cotton from which it 
is extracted. Adding the value of 
the seed to the indicated 1921 pro- 
duction, the total value of lint and 
seed would be $66,150,000 at present 
prices, 

The, present value of corn is 90 
cents, so the total value of the 1921 
indicated crop, at values of today, | 
would be $84,600,000, or $18,450,000 
in excess of the total value of the 
eotton crop, arrived at similarly 
above. 

Of course, these figures and to- 
tals can not be depended upon to 
meet the situation as the effect 
of the crops is seen in the mar- 
kets, but they prove conclusively 
that corn is for the first time in 
history of the state a close rival in 
every way of cotton. 

To this end, leaders and officials 
of agriculture have been working 
for years, and they now Stand on 
the threshold of seeing their dreams 
materialize. { 

Dennee’s Statement. 

Increases in many food and feed- 
stuffs are shown in the statement 
of Mr. Dennee, which follows: 
‘‘Nearly 700,000 of Georgia’s fertile acres 
will not be brought under the plow this 
year. Although the ‘outlook is somewhat, 
improved over a month ago, farmers are still 
on the raw edge—cannot yet rid of their 
products at ‘living prices,’ or negotiate the 
customary loan to prosecute farm activities. 

“Opinion respecting the agricultural out- 
look, however, is more reassuring. The 
farmers are finding some cheer in the fact 
that the Washington administration is be- 
hind a program for their relief. They seem 
impressed with the president’s sympathetic 
concern for the farmer and his avowed in- 
tention to get agriculture out of the rut 
and its present despondency. April, on the 
whole, was characterized by March weather 
—jow temperatures, winds, clouds and rains, 
which did not help the crops as a rule, 
excepting in the droughty sections. Never- 
theless, satisfaction is expressed in almost 
every ‘quarter with the progress made on 
tie farms. Spring farm work began early 
and in most sections was pushed to comple- 
tion under favorable conditions in March.

ARM LOAN BANK 
UPENS MAY FIRST

Washington, April 29.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—The federal 
farm loan bank for the southeast, 
located at Columbia, S. C., will be- 
gin to function under the recent de- 
cision Of the supreme court on May 
1. Local associations in Georgia 
have applied for something more 
than $5,000,000 in loans under the 
prowisions of the farm loan act, and 
appraisers will be sent Into Georgia 
early next week to get the applica- 
tions in shape for fina] action. In 
the meantime, Congressman C. H. 
Brand, of the Eighth district of 
Georgia, who has been instrumental 
in the organization of eleven of 
these associations in his district in 
the past few weeks, was informed 
today by Director Lever, of the farm 
loan board, that the recent flotation 
of $40,000,000 of farm loan bonds 


had been more than three-fourths | 


subscribed at this hour, and would 
be fully subscribed by next week. 
This forty million dollars, tnerefore, 
would be immediately available, and 
another flotation of $40,000,000 will 
be offered on the first of July. In 
order to meet the demand of the 
farmers of the country, a bill was 
introduced today by Congressman 
Nelson to create a permanent re- 
volving funa of $50,000,000 for the 
use of the farm loan banks tin {n- 
terims between the flotations of 
their bonds, and on tomorrow Con- 
gressman Brand, of Georgia, who is 
a member of the house committee 
On banking and currency, will in- 
troduce a bill providing that the 
farm loan board may borrow from 
the federal] .reserve board $60,000,000 
from its interest fund. This is to 
be used In meeting the demands of 
the farmers under the farm loan 
act. It is very probable that both 
of these measures will nass. as nei- 
their incur government liability. but 
will constitute an’advanced sten to- 
ward relief of the farmers of the 
nation at this crucial time. 

Therefore, it will be seen that the 
farmers. of Georgia who-applyv for 
loans through this branch of the 
government service. will quickly 
have the same granted in all rea- 
sonable probability. if thev meet 
the requirements of the act as to 
securities.

ALABAMA AURA 


IN EFFECT MAY FiRST

Washington, April 29—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire)—The State of 
Alabama will come under the ban of 
@ rigid federal quarantine, Pestrict- 
ing the interstate movement of va- 
rious farm and gardenfi crops, effec- 
tive Saturday midnight. This an- 
nouncement comes from the secre- 
tary of agriculture and tne little 
pestiferous Mexican bean beetle is 
the cause of ali the trouble. Ala- 
bama is not the only state effected 
but in view of the quarantine pro- 
mulgated by the state of Alabama 
giving similar control within the 
state over the areas actually invad- 
ed by this pest, it will be possible 
to limit the restrictions of the fed- 
eral quarantine to such areas, 

The restrictions of the federal and 
state quarantines apply to (1) fresh 
or green cultivated beans, includ- 
ing all common garden or field 
beans, whether string. snp. or she}] 
beans, and including all lima beans, 
California black-eyed peas or beans, 
and all green cow peas and soy 
but not including velvet

beans or English peas or thoroughly 
dried and cleahed shelleu beans or 
peas of any Kind; (2) all forms of 
“greens” or edible plant leaves, 
such as those of mustard, chard, 
spinach, turnips, beets, collards, 
cabbage and lettuce, and green corn 
(‘roasting ears’) and matured corn

This quarantine does not place an 
embargo on the movement of the 
products enumerated. In other 
words, provision is made in the 
quarantine for the movement under 
inspection and certification of prac- 
tically all of these products. In 
general this quarantine supplements 
the existing state quarantine by 
giving authority to prevent inter- 
state movement of the products, and 
in this way, it is believed, will ren- 
der unnecessary quarantine action 
on account of this insect against 
Alabama on the part of Georgia and 
other surrounding states. 

The authorities of Alabama and 
of other states have asked for the 
aid of a federal quarantine in the 
attempt to control and, if possible, 
exterminate this pest, and to pre- 
vent its interstate spread. Such co- 
operation on the part of this de- 
partment has been provided for un- 
der a special appropriation of 
$100,000, made by the last congress 
Yor the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1922, of -which sum $25,000 was made 
immediately available. ‘
